the same effect. 

But it is objected that, though Ministers have the 
right to appeal to the country to decide between 
them aud the confederated monopolists, they are 
not justifiable in holding office in defiance of the 
existing Parliament, delaying at the same time the 
eonvoking of another. The answer is, that the 
case for the appeal to the country is not complete 
till the whole question between Ministers and the 

is before the public. The country will 

not be in a condition to make its ‘choices for the 
next Pavliament till it has had the opportunity of 
knowing what are the views of its present represen- 
tatives upon every important branch of the Minis- 
terial project. The country must know how the can- 
didates for its confidence propose to deal, not only 
with the Sugar Duties, but with the Corn Laws and 
the Timber Duties. Before the present Parliament 
has declared itself upon all these great questions, the 
case for appeal is imperfect in the most important 
respects. All the branches of the scheme must be 
discussed and decided on by the present represen- 
latives of the people, before the public can be in a 
condition to give judgment as to which are the 
men to serve, and which to defeat, its best interests. 
But this is a knowledge which the Tories feel the 
ngers of.

But do 
they benefit him? True enough the nominal, the mo- 
ney rent, is augmented, but so also is the money price of 
everything that must be purchased by that rent, the jand- 
lord but receives in ove hand to pay by the other. The 
restriction is 1 for mischief —impotent for good. 
It is successful in compelling the labourer to increase his 
toil and diminish his comforts ; successful in lowering the 
profit of the merchant ; successful in raising up formidable 
rivals to our manufacturers ; successful in exciting fo- 
reigners to retaliative restrictions ; successful in checking 
the mutual i of blessings ; successful in forcin 
thousands of our fellow-countrymen to seek in a foreign 
land the food which may not be brought to them; suc- 
cessful in forcing thousands of our fellow-countrywomen 
to & forced celibacy, because of the increasing difficulties 
of maintaining a family ; successful in forcing hundreds to 
seek in prostitution the maintenance which honest in.

The 
borough of Lambeth holds a meeting this evening (F;;- 
day) on Kennington Common. Paddington, Kensi 
Hammersmith, Hackney, Bethnal Green, the W of 
Farringdon Without, and Portsoken, St Sepulchre’s, & 
George the Martyr, and many others, deserve mention as 
districts where the spirit of anti-monopoly has ben 
effectually signalized. 

One of the most numerous and enthusiastic meetin 
of the electors of Liverpool ever assembled was held on 
Monday at the Amphitheatre (the building in the 
town) to receive and communicate with a deputation of 
gentlemen from Manchester, Ashton, and Rochdale, and 
other places in the manufacturing districts, on the subject 
of free trade in corn, sugar, and all the necessaries of 
life. The attendance exceeded all expectations, and not 
only was the immense building in which the meeting was 
held crowded to the roof, but vast numbers were unable 
to obtain admission. When the meeting assembled, it 
was anticipated that there would be disturbance—a few of 
the most hot-headed members of the Conservative 
having covered the walls of the town with bills, denounc- 
ing the invitation given by the members of the Anti-Corn- 
Law League as an attempt at dictation. The opposition 
however was wretchedly impotent, and the speeches went 
off with admirable effect.—At Bilston upwards of 2,000 
men out of a population of only 16,000 persons were 
present, and hundreds could not obtain admission, a)- 
though the meeting was held in the Ball court, the largest 
enclosed court in the town.—Aylesbury is to meet on 
Monday. At Romford a large meeting was held in the 
open market place. the farmers being present. A few 
played off some jokes, but the object of the meeting 
triumphed, and the proceedings terminated with nine times 
nine cheers for Lord John Russell. Lewes, Lymington, 
Hull, Hythe, Dover, Faversham, Mansfield, Lyme 
Regis, are among the places where meetings have been 
held, or petitions of good promise got up. On Thursday 
Mr Clay attended with a petition against the Corn-Laws, 
from the Tower Hamlets, with 58,000 signatures, but he 
had not an opportunity of presenting it.—At Birmingham 
the Chartists succeeded in carrying an amendment, to the 
frantic joy of the Tories, who rave about the ‘* Ministerial 
Defeat,” as though a declaration in favour of universal 
suffrage were a triumph to Sir Robert Peel. 

A requisition from the working-classes of Manchester 
to the Mayor, to call an open air meeting on the Corn-Law, 
has in three days received 5,300 signatures. This isa 
roof of the falsehood of the assertion that the masses are 
indifferent to the question of questions.

ConsuUMPTION AND DISEASEs OF THE CHEST.— 
A meeting has been held at the Hanover square Rooms 
for the formation of an institution for the reception of the 
most afflicted of the community, who were by the regula- 
tion of all other hospitals refused admission. It had 
been estimated that from one-fourth to one-fifth of the 
population of this country died from consumption, and as 
a fact of its destructive prevalence, in the year of the 
ravages of the cholera 3,200 persons died of that disorder. 
whilst the deaths from consumption were 4,499. From 
the accurate returns of the register, it appeared in 1838 
that no less than 31,000 females died of consumption 
alone in England. Dr Williams, physician to the Lon- 
don University Hospital, stated that of the deaths in the 
physician’s ward of that hospital, no less than one-third 


were cases of consumptive patients. Although in most | 


cases the chief utility would be smoothing the passage to 
the grave of the unfortunate sufferer, a the accumula- 
tion of facts which would be obtained by making the 
hospital a school, might throw great and advantageous 
light upon its proper treatment. It was resolved that 
there should be two classes of patients, the out-patients 
composed of persons afflicted with the diseases of the 
chest in general, and in-patients who should consist of 
those Jabouring under pulmonary consumption. Persons 
labouring under this affection might also be admitted as 
in-patients on the payment of fifteen shillings per week, 
or for twelve shillings on the recommendation of a go- 
vernor.

brought with her a little son, aged three years. Whilst the 
friends were chatting in the front room of the second floor 
the restless urchin climbed unperceived upon a chair placed 
immediately inside the open window, and fell through it, a 
height of at least 35 feet.
